The federal government*s controversial patent policies concerning research 
and development contracts trill be one of the vitally important issues to be discussed 
at the fourth annual public conference of the George Washington University’s Patent, 
Trademark, and Copyright Foundation, to be held Thursday and Friday, June 16 and 17, 
at the Mayflower Hotel in Washington, D. C. 

In addition to a discussion of government patent policies and other current 
issues, the conference will include presentation and discussion of the research of 
the foundation, which is engaged in a comprehensive study of the patent, trademark, 
copyright, and related systems in the United States and foreign countries* 

A dinner on Thursday evening at 8:30 will honor Frank A. Howard, president of 
the Sloan-Kettering Institute for Cancer Research, who is the recipient of the 
foundation’s "Charles F. Kettering Award" for 1959, for meritorious work in patent, 
trademark, and copyright research and education. After the presentation of the award, 
Mr. Howard will deliver an address on "Patents and Technical Progress." 

The conference will begin at 1:30 p*m. Thursday with a panel discussion by the 
foundation's officers and research staff. Areas of primary interest in the discus¬ 
sion will include taxation, foreign licensing, antitrust decrees, executive decision¬ 
making, patent utilization, small business, and government patent policies, all of 
which are the subject of current research by the foundation. 

On Friday morning at 9:30, a special session devoted to current issues will in¬ 
clude speakers from industrial research, government, the social sciences, and the 
patent bar. The conference will adjourn at 12:30 p.m.

Dean Charles Watson Dliven, Dean of the School of Pharmacy of The George 
Washington Diversity (of 812 Heron Drive, Silver Spring, Maryland) this 
morning received the honorary degree of Doctor of Science at the Commencement 
Exercises of the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy and Science in Philadelphia 
Pennsylvania. Dr. Ivor Griffith, President of the Philadelphia w ollege of 
Pharmacy and Science, conferred the honorary degree on Dean Bliven at the 
10*30 AM exercises (this morning, June 13, I960), at thecollege at 13rd street 
and Kingsessing Avenue in Philadelphia. Dean Dliven is president of the 
American Association of Colleges of Pharmacy. He has been Dean of the school 
of Pharmacy of The George Washington University since 19U7. 

Also receiving honorary degrees of Doctor of Science at this mornings 
exercises were Dr. Harry w . Kelley of the National Science Foundation in 
Washington, Ddj and General Robert W, Johnson of Johnson and Johnson. 

Dr. Griffith conferred the degrees. 
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The per capita output of inventions in the United States "seems to lie nearer 
the bottom than the top of the list of mature industrial countries," according to 
Frank A, Howard, president of the Sloan-Kettering Institute for Cancer Research. 

Mr. Howard, in an address last night to the fourth annual public conference of The 
George Washington University's Patent, Trademark, and Copyright Foundation, quoted a 
statistical report which indicated that the United States ranks behind Switzerland, 
Sweden, Germany, and England in per capita output of inventions. 

Mr. Howard, who has himself been granted over 90 patents and was for many 
years the president of the Standard Oil Development u o:npany, spoke after having 
been presented the Foundation's 1959 "Charles F. Kettering Award for Meritorious 
Work in Patent, Trademark, and Copyright Research and Education." 

■hasizing "three troublesome nasic statistics," Mr. Howard stated, "First, 
our total national output of patented inventions has not increased substantially 
over a !±0 year period of rapid technical progress. Second, our per capita output 
of such inventions is not high, as most of us have always assumed, but rather is 
in the low range of the industrial countries, and is in fact only a fraction of the 
per capita output of the countries which lead the world in this index of technical 
progress. Third, our per capita output has declined 38?? over a long period, 
apparently much more than that of the other major industrialized countries." 

Mr. Howard suggested that, rather than expend so mush effort in searching for 
abuses in the patent system, "it would now be more in the national interest to 
concentrate, for a time at least, on trying to strengthen the incentive effect of

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It was somewhat more than forty years ago that I fir* t met %, Kettering and 
from our first meeting we were In cofttinous contact, origi ally in the overlapping 
fields of research of the oil and motor industries and, later. In cancer research as 
well. We almost never talked about patents, Hie patent system was simply accepted 
by both of us as the natural foundation for technical progress, and when I aske< 

Mr, Kettering to meet with President %rvln and Admiral Colclough, then Dean of the 
Law School, to talk about their plan for a Patent foundation, there was no need to 
convince nim that this project should be a further contribution to the technical 
advancement of American industry to which he had devoted his life. Almost everyone 
thinks of patents and technical progress in this same way. One is strongly reminded 
of the popular song "Love sr.d Marriage - Go together like a hors® and carriage - Let 
m tell you brother - You can*t have one without the other," 

It would be easy and pleasant merely to review the reasoning along these lines 
which has led every mature country of the world tc provide a patent system. As ex¬ 
amples of the general acceptance of this rel&t ionehlp let us look at sow extremes of 
social, and economic theory. Erm the short-lived Hast regime of Germany tried to 
strengthen its patent system by outlawing employee con tract® for the assignment of 
future invention® and requiring the employer to my a fair compensation for each in¬ 
vention assigned. This did not seem to break down the team work so essential to 
organised effort, nor did it result in nuisance litigation, and on the whole has 
functioned well enough practically under German conditions. It has been one of the 
very few MaXi legal innovations retained by the Icon Republic, and as we shall see 
later the rising rnor^f inventiveness in Germany seems to justify this. Looking 
at the other extreme or economic theory, the Soviet regime of Russia seems to have 
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accepted and extended the basic principle of patent law by providing not only for 
patents for lnvent-ons but also for diplomas carrying financial returns and honors 
to those who discover new natural principles or properties of materials which are 
not eligible for patents, in Hassle or elsewhere, and for atte stati ons, also earrytn 
rewards, rsr what are called rationalisation proposals* These last are the Basse 
type of oractical new ideas of every kind which a re often rewarded under company 
suggestion systems in this country. All of the above is reconciled with Marxist 
theory and its present practice in Husaia. bile there has be a an occasional 
frontal attack on our American patent system, the desirability of granting patents 
as incentive and reward for disclosure of inventions seems to be me of to»s*s© basic 
questions on which every shade of national political thinking usually agre s. It 
would be customary at this point to pay tribute to Aasrlean invention and to the 
patent system which we are all sure fosters it, but instead I propose to call atten¬ 
tion to some perplexing figures cm the relation of patents to technical progress. 

The first toinj m must face up to, X believe, is that our own country, which 
we have long regarded as the le dor in technical progress, as shewn by our efficient 
industries and our high standard of living, is far from being a leader in per capita 
output of inventions. Ihe Swiss produce par capita .more than three times the number 
of patent applications which we produce| the Swedes more than twice as many, and boil 
tti® Germans and the English outrank us. In fact, our per capita output of creative 
technical ideas seems to lie nearer toe bottom toa^the top of toe list of mature 
industrial countries. 

«y authority for toes®, to m t surprising figures, so at variance with our 
traditional concept of ourselves as a nation of prolific inventors,(both of gadgets 
and of serious things^ is a study of toe world output of patent applications over 
toe years 1950-51*, .made by toe French Association of Patent and Trademark agents and 
published by ths French -inistry of ^oamsrcs and Industry in 19*?f. ho figures 
originated in to© record of too central office of too International Convention for 
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the Protection of Industrial property at Bern, Switzerland, and in the official 
records of the fourteen major countries subscribing to the Convention which account 
for 89$ of the total patent applications of the convention countries. 

It must be noted that the figures charted here are not the total patent 
applications filed ism in each of the countries in question but rather the application 
filed in each country by its own people, the assumption being that in practically 
all cases the inventor files in his own country. 1 strongly commend to your 
consideration this excellent statistical report which is ny authority for the 
statement that our per capita output of inventions in the United States lies 
near the bottom of the industrial countries. 

The next set of figures to which I would like to direct attention are 
those on the total United States patents between 1930 and 1958. In 1930 we issued 
kS ,000 patents. The number issued each year declined into and through the war 
years, dropping to a low of just over 20,000 in 19U7« The post-war climb brought 
us in 1958 to U8,l*00,7$ over the 1930 figures. But during this same period of 30 
years our population grew about kS%, so that the per capita output of United States 
patents over this period seems to have declined by about 38$. 

To be comparable with the first figures we examined, these last figures should 
exclude U. S. patents based upon applications filed by foreigners, but in the absence 
of data on this point we can, for the moment at least, assume that this ratio has not 
changed materially and the correction would not affect our conclusion that the per 
capita output of inventions by our own people has decreased perhaps more than one 
third in the last generation. 

Let us now compare this rather sharp downward trend with the trends in sane 
foreign countries. It appears that in Canada and England the trend is also down, 
but only by 5$ and 6$ respectively, zhileWest Germary is now producing 20$ more 
patents per capita than pre-war Germany produced in 1930, and in France also the 
trend is slightly upward. I am afraid that we must, therefore, accept the fact 
that our per capita output of inventions is not only low in the list of industrial 
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countries but that it ha# declined >OBh more over the last 30 years than that of 

other leading industrial nations* 

the fact that our total output of patents has not inc eased over a long period 
of increasing population and great technical and economic advance, has been observed 
by many people and rarsy explanations have been offered* ‘One explanation often ad¬ 
vanced is that there is a growing tendency toward concentration of research and ex¬ 
periment®! effort in corporations rather than by fre —lance inventors, and that this 
well-organi ed work tends to produce fewer patented inventions vfcich, however, have 
greater economic value. This is a complex section but 1 am sure many of you are 
familiar with tee data on this point referred to in the first issue of the Foundation* 
iigest* There seems to have been no change in tha percentage of patents Issued to 
corporations between tee years 193‘ and 195?. Over this 20-year period tee percentage 
remained practically constant at about 6o’. Over this same period the organised 
research and development effort of tha country increased acre than tenfold* teat is 
from about TOO sAllion to about 8 billion dollars per annua, and ever *lt a longer 
period, 1930-59, tee curve of expenditure for research is tee saras. 

This enormous increase in ths organised research and development effort of tee 
nation over a period in which our total output of patents rerained about constent 
•at our per capita output declined sharply, creates a presumption that the output 
0 f inventions is not at all proportional to tee amount of research and development 
effort* The total or national figure is made up in ®ajor part of costly engineering 
development snJoMx* projects, such as atomic energy and military work of a character 
which might nor correspond to normal privately-sponsored research in its relation to 
output of technical innovations. It also includes research in areas such as public 
health in which invention plays only a veiy small part. X have, therefore, made an 
effort to see what happens to the output of inventions in a typical industrial re¬ 
search and development organisation of large si*«, operating in a mature Jcaixsiy 
industry, and over a long period. Here, taking tee year 1959 as the baa®, the i 
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increase in rescarc.i and dmUpant expense over 1936 was almost exactly tenfold* 
about th® same as the national figure, but the corresponding output of patent® by 
this Industrial research organisation increased about three fold.

As in the ease of the national figure, the rapid increase In research and 
development expense for this organisation «*« in part attributable to inflation and 
in part to the hi# cost of some large scale development work, as distinguished from 
th® lower cost of research laboratory opor tions or small scale experiments which are 
the main sources of inventions. Nevertheless it is difficult to reconcile the three¬ 
fold increase in output of United States patents in a single large well-organised mmmt 
research and development effort with th© tendency of th# national output of oatents 
to remain constant ever the as m period, despite a similar tenfold increase in the 
national rate of expenditure for research and development. 

fh© next figures to which f should like to refer are intended to give some 
indication of the amount of human ©fieri which is involved directly and indirectly in 
to® production of a patentable invention in present-day well-organi-ed industrial 
research eper*tions. Considered individually, inventions are unpredictable by their 
vciy nature, but long experience proves that one can safely rely upon a regular flow 
of inventions in the general area of an organised industrial research effort. *© 
measure the average si*e of the human effort underlying each invention in such a flow 
of inventions, I have asked several friends to supply figures from their own research 
organiaa ! -ions, mcl for simplicity chose the year 1955. Ml# the patent applications 
filed In 19$$ are based, on earlier work as well as on current work, th® offsetting 
factor is that th© same personnel is laying the foundation for applications in lets* 
years. As -sight b« expected, the rang© of figures depend upon the nature and maturity 
of th© industry and the varying ratio of the more creative employees to the supporting 
employees engaged in this industrial research and development effort. Taking the 
narrowest classification of creative employees, that is technical or professional 
graduates engaged in scientific studies sad in laboratory or small-seal® experimental 
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w©rk directed toward scientific discoveries ©r technical innovations, th# normal 
experience for research laboratories in the oil-chemical and electrical fields sees* 
t© be about ?f - It mn-ymrs of such effort for each patentable invention which result* 
In. the engineering field the man-years of effort underlying a patentable invention see* 
greater* In ®osjo industrial development 'rronps where the profcsslort! personnel ceosii 
predominantly of process engineers, a representative figure seems to be about 1.0 am- 
ymre for each patentable invention, and the figure sores to rise to about 15 ■» -yean 
in the rests ret and development effort of the larger ms* production mechanical in- 
d?jetri.es, or- which my deists, however, quite meager. the ‘hove figures are bated upw 
the personnel da seif led a® technical or nrofesclonal which eowoonly, Mt not always, 
la restricted to scientific or engineering graduate*, bach professional or technical 


employe toast have the support of skilled and unskilled help of all categories, and 
this ratio varies widely, but a figure of 3 to 1 is fairly representative for research 
laboratory groups, and this figure can become indefinitely higher for large projects

in the national figures. I have been able to make spot checks on a few organised 
research groups In ngland, France and Oeraany and find that t are seems to be no 
gross difference, although ay figures are not adequate to use for industry or national 
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The last ft,- -.ires to which 1 should like to call you r si- ention are An effort, 
on : 3 v part to find seas way of :ae«.syring the rat® of technical progress in this country. 
Such progress results in entirely new products and improvement of old products, as 
well as in nethods of production. As an evamnle of technical progress in quality of 
product, w» know that, improvement in gasoline has kept pace with related improvements 
in automobile engines so that two gallons of gasoline now do the work which formerly 
required three gallons, and that an automobile engine of the saw* type, which formerly 
developed 3f*-60 H. f., nay now develop 75-250 H. P. 

But is is impossible to find data of any kind to measure qualitative technical 
progress- of industry as a whole. The only statistical common denominator for technical 
progress throughout industry seems to be the increase in output per man-hour. Using 
figure* of governor, tal agencies for output per ant-hour in all sMEtufaeturing establish* 
easts over the UO year period 1920-1959, it appears to have increased at an average 
compounded rate of 2.9$ mr annua. I was interested, to 

compare this figure with that of a single Industry with which I am familiar, the 
petroleum refining industry. Here the increase in output per man-hour over the same 
iid year period was at an average annual compounded rate of 3.?$ 

'I, have tried, to correlate these curves of technical progress as measured by 
Increase in output oer man-hour with the n-taker of patents which issue each year. 

You have already ssen the figures showing that from 1930 t J the total number of 
tipited States patents issuing each year declined sharply and has just now recovered, 
while over this usme long period technical progress has been very great. On® would 
expect seme lag between the issue date of the patent and the wide use of the Invention, 
but the periods with which we are dealing erelong enough to minimise this effect. 
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Ski the Face of the* national figures one wight* therefor®, assume that whatever the 
reason ssfty be there is no quantititiv© relation hetwe n tech:ileal progress and current 
output of patentable inventions* this negative assumption le aade questionable, 
however, by sees industry figure*# %* larger rate of increase of output per mn-hour 
In petroleum refining, for eaaipple, has been eerieed by a rising trend in output of 
patents in the mm area* &eeuue of classification difficulties, each as those artgiiig 
arising fron the overlap between oil products and efaea d o a l e products, 1 have not been 
able to g«t my figures -which I regarded as complete or accurate on the total invention# 
or patents associated with the improvement in productivity of the petroleum industry* 

All X can do here is to use mm limited bu reliable industrial figures to ietimt® 
that over the period 1920-1959 the number of patents par annua which accompanied sad had 
so.se relation to the increase A in output per man-hour in oil refining ha# prebebly 
doubled# fhle would see* to support toe coaeai assumption that there should be a 
tenoral directional relation between technical progress and output of inventions* If 
we accept tbit, however* we are left with three troublesome caste statistics* First, 
our total national output of patented mmmtiMM has not increased substantially over 
a 40 year period of rapid technical progress, .second, our per capita output of such 
iftvehtione is not high* as most «f ue have always assumed, but rather is in the low 
range of the Industrial countries, and is la fact only a fraction or th© per capita 
output of the countries which lead the world in this index el technical progress* 
third, out per capita output has declined 381 ovor a long period, apparently aaich 
were than that of the other major industrial! eti countries* 

It seems that 'there are many anoaali«*s or even in eon sisteaCie# in this attempt 
to correlate quantitatively, technical proprose and output of inventions* Some of 
these are perhaps due to my own mistakes in selection or use of the figures* Sat 
one is tempted to say that even though patents and progress go together like love 
and m arri age, or like a horse and carriage* we know that we can have love with many 
marriages or sosstiess without any carriage, and we can also have many horses without 
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carriages, and now have practically all our carriages without horses. 

These pleasantries do not, however, quite reconcile me to our present low and 
declining national status as inventors. Perhaps it is true that our patent system 


has not knot once with our changing American society, ibis conclusion has been express* 
in many quarters, but usually^ quite different reasons, and much of the resultant 


effort has been snort in the search for abuses of the system, or in warding off the 
radical surgery prescribed for these alleged ailments. Perhaps it would now be more 
in the national interest to concentrate, for a time at least, on trying to strengthen 

the Incentive effect of the patent system. As ay dear friend Ket, in whose name I am 

\ 

awarded this honor tonight, often urged, it represents the highest form of the double 
profit system. A new and useful technical development can provide the maximum of profit 
both to him who makes and sells and to him #10 buys and uses.

I would also like to quote mother ole friend. In a discussion many years ago 
of the merits of a bonus incentive system for executives of an industrial company, a 
practice then quite unusual but now common, he gave his own experience succinctly. 

*1 have never heard of a sounder way to ;nake money than to o.i fer part os it to the man 
who is to make it for you." That is a short exposition of the general t eory of patent 
law which the whole world accepts, and I believe the figures we have examined this 
evening may indicate, even though they do not prove, that to compete on evsn terms in 
the present-day world our national patent "bonus system" may benefit from some strength* 


ning its incentive force, perhaps more than from further protection against possible 

misuse •
